The bill also included my request for additional funds for the
Environmental Protection Agency’s Chesapeake Bay Small
Watershed Grants program. This program provides grants to
local organizations to build citizen-based stewardship of the
Bay. Last year, 93 projects received between $5,000 and
$50,000 through the watershed grants program.

Finally, 1 am also pleased that the Parks & People Foundation
will receive $197,000 in additional funding to help restore the
Baltimore urban watershed. This funding will complement
federal, state, and local agencies working to implement the
2000 Chesapeake Bay Watershed Partnership Agreement.
